the good bumor of the andience is a sufficieny
proof of the success which Mr.Craig Is achieviog,

—Starr come-
meneed ne ecarcier of the  daily Zemvitorial
Enterprise Nov. 1, 1863, and _finshed—haviog
gold Gut his route—Muy 1, 1866; his time of
ptepdy eervice us garrier having been Ltwo years
and a ball, or just thuty montis, 1is
youte ioncluded all of Gold eanyon below Gold
Hiil, Spring Valley, Dayton, snd a portion
of Carsom river, making the nctual distapce
traveled by him, including goine, retarniog,
wayside dehveries aud general diversitive of
the route to be at the lesst thirty-ive miles
per day on the average. He left the office
gach moruing as goon as he could after the

aper went Lo presg, his average time ol start-
ing being three o'clock, winter aud summer,
through deep snow, mud, fair wealher and
storm. Any one who hus ever walged the
cieht miles from Dayton to Virginia, haviog to
climb the belght of 1800 feel in that distunc?,
knows what a wearisome tramp it is, sud can
realize the task of doing the sime thing over
and over agan dally, 1or mouths and years,
Siarr frequently traveled balt his route oyer
a rocond time the same day, carrying newly-
arrived Eastern papers, ete,, and numerods
daye thus walked eighteen hours witlioat stop-
ping, except barely long enough 1o get some-
thing to ent, His general load of newspapers
on starting out weighed (rom twenty-tive to
thirty pounds, but he very Iregoently took
along uLn 4 lot of posters or handbills to dis-
tribute, besides books and otoer articles which
hie had been requested to procare in the city
for customers along the route, muking his loand
amount to ity or sixty pounds, Thres wecks
of the time be tried i oo borseback, but it was
too much for the avilmaly the poor horse
conld not atand it aoy louger, a0 Starr
had i1t w0 go on foot agsin, The Euler-
prige being jssued but six days in the week,
he bud only thosze duys 1o carry it—but
that mode no difercoce; the seventh day was
hig *‘collection day,” when he went over the
enlire route, setthing with s patrons for the
past  week, canvessing for mew subscribers,
etir, Tohus he travelled Lis route of thirty-ive
miled seven daye In the week, uud thres hun-

dred and sixty-five days In the yeur, [or two
vears and s hial!, making in 41l nine hundreld
and tweive consecutiyve days, without eyer
losine & day, This makes o grand totsl of
abhout 41.240 miles travelling, or some thowm-
giiude of miles more than the distapce around

the world, If they have soybody down East

who bhas beaten this peldésimiun  periorme-
ance, we have nover heard ot it, and cond-
dently cinlm the palm in tavor of our Washoe
Praesiiing,

for establishing a cliuly for the necommaonation
of women wias beld e July, 6t whe scbhool of
Art, Oxtord strect, Mr. Hodgzon Pristt oceu-
pied the chuir, apd expluned the objects of the
meeting, which will be fooud deseribéd in the
following statement, A laree ntmber of youne
womets are employed o Liondon whose pareots
Ive 1o the countey, nud who buve no rélatious
or friends Lo who=t houses they can resort on
Bupdays or o the week day evenings when
they are ui leisure.  For suelh wowmen saitable
places of 1e.ort foe recieation, studs, refresh-
ment. and sociely, secns 1o be § el ded.
Iy 1s theretore thonght desirabie 10 sol on foot
something v the vature of elubs for wowen,
whers they shall bo free lrom all mwrierence;
bot where, at the same tone, U
Bhel be snech 84 to secure the members rrow
evil influences, While ithers shall be perfect
Wwdependence, opportunities shall be afforded
for the caltivation of elevaling pursiits and
refined tusies. At n club such as 18 proposed,
refreshmenis of all kiuds wouold be supplied,
together with weans of rest, or writing, socteby,
and of aceess 10 books apd periodicsls, Buch
places are especia'ly needed on Sunday, In con-
sequence of the custom which prevails In mauy
estublihments of requbiivg the young womsi

thovebt the proposed elub would have the effeot
of obviating this very sarlous evil.
‘The chairmun obsorved that this was not the
Brst time that s similar scheme had been pro-
sed, au association having been started some
ime ago, vnder the auspices ot Lord Shaftes-
bury, lor the formation of ‘homes’ in conunec-
ton with ‘the Christian and domestie improve-
ment of young women.’ Toat inatitution, how-
ever, was too directly aud exclusively of a
religlons charscter to meet the present reqaire-

LORD BROUGHAM.

T'he Anthorabwip of nhis Autablography.
The London Express says:—*Soon after the
discussion commenced concerning De, Cauvin's
clitms upon the manuscript autoblography of
the Iate Lord Broughum, we exprassod &« de.
cided oplnion thut the work 1 question would
never see the light in its present form, There
were valld rensons we ninted aguinst the
rllhlirullnn. apd it necds no special kno w-
edge to divine what these wmre, His late
lowdehip  was too vigorous an opponent
aud held too slrong opinwons o muke 1t
expeaient to publish his private views upom
his collesgues wud contemporaries while so
many ure alive to be pmued at bls outspoken-
ness, A solioitors’ dlspute now going on in the
Twies only touches upon Dr, Ciuyvin’s original
share in preparing the autobography for the
pregs,  On the 18th the udvigers ot the late Lord
Brourhnm contuadicted the Timwes report that
‘certuin letters and papers were entrusted to
Dr. Canvin by Lord Brougham, for the purpose
of writtug an sutoblocriphy of hs lordhip.’
and lueisted thut the Docior's duty was oue of
‘arrapgement’ only, coupled with an express
injunction that he was to write nothing  Dr,
Cauvin's solicitora reply with the following ex-
iract from o letter written to their elient in
November, 1866, by the present Lord Brougham;
"“Three pentiemen bave read the M83, | viz:—
Mr, Henry Reeve, Mr, Elwin (late editor of the
Quarterly), and very recently Mr, John Forster,
Tohey all agree fu opnion, in which I entirely
coocur, that the MB, will require gremt and very
careful revision, and, ab.ve all, arravgement,
before it can be sent to the press,  Mr. Forster
wus here tor a week last month for the express
purpoge of readivg the MSS,; and, while he per-
lecily agreed with me that it possible the seiaal
ublication onght to be aeferred utl nfter Lord
drougham’s death, yet he was most decidodly
of opluton that 1t ought 10 be revised and re-
arranged while he Is alive, in order tant altern-
tions and corrections may be adopted by him,
sud that such information which the reviser
miny require may be obtained from Brouchum's
own lipe, * Ol conrse you will undaerstand
that the book will be published as Lord Broug-
ham's autobiography—as bis biography by him
self—for which resson we are so desiroas that
any recasting or material alterations should be
prepared in bis liletime and snbmitted to him.
“The *very curetnl revision' aud the *delay in
publication” both point, ifour theory be correct
to the pignant ehuructer of these mémoire, Lord
Brougham’s well-known opinlons: the fact of his
beine setively engaged in the most stirring party
conflicte of the country; his relntions with the
ereat hiberal leaders: Lis awntude when first
let toose upon the House of Pebrs; s foree
inilgnation at what be regarded the political
and rocial iulamies of his time—would come
bine to make his genuine autobiography a
literary curicsity, Shall we ever see it or will
t be ro proned down and modifiod os to be
gentecl aud colorless puraphrase of what the
real man said ¥

Until very
recently much of his time hsd been taken ue by
designs for books, and ill health (from which he
suffered for many years) preveated him from
giving his time entirely to painting.

the arucles of aleobiol wnd rom as kuowa in
cown erce. No drawback will be wllowed upon
al ohol of a less degree ol prool than B0 degrees,
by the Hydrometer or instrument lor ascertainimg
the proof ol liguors under the reveuue and
collection Jaws of the United Btates pertainiue
to customs All exporratvons of such alcobol,
to be entitled to drawback, must be In quanti-
ties mot less tham 2000 gallons, und ie easks
actually coutaining nou less than 80 gauge or
wine pallons. Alcohol and rum can only be
exported with tbe privilege of drawback in
qusvtities pot less than 2000 proot gallons, and
in coaskes containime vpot le-s than 30 pnoge or
wive gallons cacn, and drawback will be ullowed
ocly on the bavs and number of preof gallons
actonlly exported,

1o entitle the exporter to allowanee of draw-
back ol tnxes paid upon alcobol or ram, he must,
at least six bours previous 1o the time for
inspecting, pauging, sod lading the easks,
irtended for export, on which he shali desre or
cloim a drasback of internal reveooe taxes,
pressns to the Collector ot Cusioms, for the port
of entry from which guch exportation ls Lo be
